PASTORS’ SUPPORT. 


DraAR BRETHREN—The duty of Pastors’ Support is one, as weil as 
many others, that is sadly neglected in many of the churches of our 
Assceiation. The average amount paid by each Baptist church mem- 
ber within the bounds of this association for the year 1907 was about 
78 cents. This amount is inadequate to the needs of the great cause 
of Christ ia this line of Caristian work, and not commensurate with 
our financial ability, for we have enjoyed a great degree of temporal 
prosperity for the past few years, and yet we have paid for the 
support of the Gospel less than the average j rice of one Cay’s labor 
on the farm in Mississippi. Brethren, the fact that a man is a minis- 
ter cf the Gospel, and A charge of churches, does not release him 
from the duties and obligations to his dependent ones. How can a 
preacher buy books, nd time to read them, and be at the general 
expense of propering imself to be an efficient teacher of the Scrip- 
tures, and at(the same time be forced by 1e essity to earn a livin 
by manual labor for himself and family? | Scund reason forbids suc 
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a supposition, even if we had no scripture bearing directly on this 
int; but there is no Christian duty more lainly taught in the 
ible than the duty of pastors’ suppo: See Matt., 10:10; 1st. Cor., 
9:14. Your committee would recommend that the churches through. 
out this Association be more systematic in the performance of this 
duty. We believe that in a great many churches this duty would not 
be so —_ neglected if the officers in ch of the financial affairs 
of those c evokes would discharge their duty with greater diligence. 
God speed the day when the churches of our Zion may be aroused to 

a sense of duty in this line of Christian work.

Report on Systentation 


Your commit*ee on Sustentation would report the follow ing: 

We believe that it has ever been God’s plan to ca | his servants in 
his vineyard, and that he calls them for their whcle time, or during 
their natural life. And that it is the duty of the chir shes to support 
them while thus employed is also plainly taught in the werd of God. 
He called the Priests to their office for life, and aso said that they 
should live of the things of the temple and the al‘ar, and also said 
that ‘“Those that preach the Gospel should live of the Gospel.” And 
though they have worn themselves out in the ministry until they are 
no longer able to do active service in the ministry they are never- 
theless God’s chosen ministers; and he is still usrg them as such, 
and it is just as imperative that the church should support them as 
when in the active ministry. While God has called them to minister 
to the world in spiritual things, he has made it equally as ob igatory 
on us to minister to them in temporal things. If it is woe unto those 
who are called to the ministry if they preach not the Gospel (as Paul 
said), then it is woe unto the churches if they refuse to sup rt the 
minister, for we are taught that we are laborers together, and In this 
way we are prong the coe Like Aaron and Hur when the 
Amatekites attacked Israel in the wilderness, a5 long as Moses was 
able to held ‘his hands wu with the rod of God the atile went well 
with Israel, but when his stre gave way and he was no longer 
able to hold his ba ds up the batsle was in favor of the Amalekites. 
So Aaron and Hur aot one on either side of Moses and held his 


i 
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hands up and the Israelites won a lasting victory. And so it is our 
duty to hold the minister’s hands up while he is trying to wield the 
sword of the Spirit in battling against the great enemy of souls. In 
time of slavery, when a faithful old servant had worn himsel? out in 
the service of his master until he was no longer able to follow the 
plow, his master would care for him the same as when he was in 
active service. We have a national law in our government tha‘ 
makes provision for our leading army officers. When they attain a 
certain age they are retired on a bounty that is mae sufficient to 
support ‘them and their families during their life. Now, should we 
who profess to be the children of God less magnanimous toward 
the ministers of God who have worn their lives out in trying to bring 
-men and women from a state of death in sin to eternal life than the 
master toward his servant, or our country toward her old soldiers 
who have made themselves famous by the shedding of the blood of 
their felowman. Surely not. We would therefore recommend that 
this Association make an annual offering for the support of the re- 
tired ministers of our State.

Report on Home Missions 


The Home Mission Board is stronger in the confidence of Southern 
Baptists today than ever before in the sixty-three years of its history. 
The work it has accomplished and is accomplishing well merits this 
confidence. ‘Thousands of churches, houses of worship in almost 
every city and many country places, and tens of thousands of con- 
verts are monuments to its faithfulness and effectiveness as a denom- 
inational nt. The partial summary of the work done by the 
board’s independent and co-operative workers during the past year 
shows how signal has been this success:

It will be seen that there were more than 100 additions to the 
churches fo each day in the year. 
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Figures cannot tell the story of holy Christian influence exerted by 
these workers, nor the power in life, experience and character of 
926,239 sermons and 227,474 religious visits. ---— 

The denomination showed its rowing appreciation of this work by 
increasing its contributions to home missions by $27,308.54, the total 
contribution being $248,138.17. 

A commitsee consisting of two brethren from each State was ap- 

pinted at Hot sy to name a reasonable sum to be raised for 
ome missions this year, and to suggest an apportionment of the 
amount among the States. The sum decided upon as reasonable was 
$325,000, which was divided in = ren among the several 
States, the amount su sted for Mississippi being Eee While 
this apportionment is only @ su gestion, yet with the history of the 
work before us, and et view of the success of last year, we 
feel tha’! every effort shou d made to realize every dollar of the 
e990 suggested for our State. We recommend, therefore, that this 
Association heartily co-operate in the effort to raise this amount for 
the support cf a work which has been so signally blessed of God, and 
whith has a.complished so much good. Submitted.

State missions is foundation work, and he who helps State missions 
helps every good cause dear to the heart of our Lord. New lines of 
railroad are constantly opening new territory, both for the business 
man in all departments of work, as well as for the preacher of the 
Gospel. The spiritual interest of Mississippi must keep pace with 
material prosperity, and to do this requires an aggressive State mis- 
sion policy. ‘fo fail in this regard is to turn over the cause of evan- 

elism to other people. In too many instances already have our 

a_tist interests sufiered by our failure to be first on the field. There 
are requests from many places to which we must turn a deaf ear be- 
c use of lack of funds. We ought to have $50,000 a year where we 
spend £25,000. State missions have helped in all this year 523 
churches. State missionaries have baptized 13,495 persons, and have 
la« red in mee.ings where have been baptized by others 21,030, mak- 
ing our missionaries identified with the baptism of 34,525 persons. 
We must fortify more strongly in the State if we meet our obliga- 
tions to the denomination at large and glorify God by future en- 
largement. We need to put forth strenuous efforts during the coming 
year t> meet the ever increasing demands on the State Board. 
ere are 1,357 Baptist churches in Mississippi, with a membership 0! 
124,365 persons. This is the largest membership of any denomination 
in the State. - Mississippi, therefore, belongs to Baptists, and we 
m ist claim or own. 

Let our motto be to obtain a contribution from every one of the 
124 385 Baptists in the State. If each member would give 25 cen’: 
for S:ate missions during the coming year the aggregate would be 
over $30,000. 

In this cause we are laborers together with God for a truer patriot- 
ism, higher citizenship, higher morality and the salvation of lost.

the home territory of ‘Old Bourborn” iteelf into the sisterhood of 
prohibition States. . 

The grand young State of Oxlahoma was received into the Union 
under the white banner of prohibition, We recognize in this ever 
spreading prohibition tide the grateful harvest from the seed sowing 
done with great labor and sacrifice by the Christian ministry and toe 
Christian womanhood of these States in years goue by, and the wise 
introduction of scientific temperance instruction in the common 
schools in'these States years ago through the untiring efforts of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union under the matchless leadership 
of those noble (women, Francis K, Willard, Harriet B. Kells and 
other loyal spirits like them.
